LAND-TAX REDEMPTION BILL. 

The order of the day for the fecond reading of the Land-tax 
Redemption bill was read. ' 

Lord Carnarvon faid, that he hoped their Lordthips would 
not fnffer a bill of fuch vaft importance to, proceed without a 
proper difeuffion; and he therefore cailed upon thofe Noble 
rae who fupported it, to explain the nature and principle of 
the act. i 

Lord Grenvitte obferved, that he was not a little furprifed 
to be called upon to enter into an explanation of the nature of 
a meafure which was unquettionably in the power of every No- 
ble Lord to afcertain by the fimple perufal of the bill ‘in quef- 
tion. To gratify the Noble Lord, he fhould however tate, 
that the object of it was to make a confiderable faving for the 
public, and to reduce the funded debe of the couutry. 

The Earl of Survorx faid, the landed intereft would be fe- 
verely affected by its operation; and to add frefh burdens to 
thofe which already exifted on that very valuable part of the 
community, would be highly imprudent. It had been recente 
ly hurt by the additional duties on falt, which amounted to no 
iefs than 4l. per cent on landed property, | ~ 

The Earl of Livervoor could not perceive how the falt du- 
ties were connected with the queftion immediately before the 
Houfe. With refpect to the advantages refulting from the bill, 
he fhould content himfelf with re-ftating what had been already 
proved in the moft fatisfactory manner, that the meafure, if 
carried into execution, would produce to the public an annual 
profic of from 200, to 400,0e0]. and confiderably diminifh the 
funded debt. , 

Lord Aucxtanp faid, in reply toa Noble Lord’s obferva- 
tion upon the duties on fale, that fo far from. affeting property 
to the amount of 4}. percent they ha ny tendency of 
that kind in general to more than one-fo' tof the Noble 
Lord’s ftatement. ae 

Lord Tuurcow obferved, it was.ar the principle of- 
the bill went to gain for the public.a oe — ‘ono, ee he 
would afk, in what manner? There gle gronnd, a 
fingle detail of reafons or caufes in thé h.that faving 
was to be effected. It was alfo contet t went to the, 
‘general relief of the country; but how anfwer was a’ 
matter of {pecalation alone, There coald not exift in his mind,

and\viewing it in every poffible point of light, he did not hefi-’ 
tate to pronounce it unjuft and dangerous. One great objec- 
tion was founded upon its evident inequality; tor in fome cafes 
a ‘perfon would be compelled to fell one-fifth of his pro- 
perty, while in others he would not be obliged to part with 
more than a twentieth. Another objection rofe from the pow- 
er given to the truftees, not to the préprietors to difpofe of the 
Jand—-which was a radical error. There wasa perfect contempt 
of right and juftice in the conftruétion of the bill. His Lord- 
fhip then entered at fome length inco the legal confideration of 
different claufes in the bill, which he pointedly condemned ; 
and he concloded with declaring hisdifapprobation of the plan. 

Lord. Aucktanp proved from plain and correét arithmeti- 
cabcalculatiens, that the moft material benefits would refult 
froni the financial operations of the bill, which would evident- 
ly extinguith from 60 to.80 millions of the 3 per cents. ° 

Lord Hottanp argued againft the principle and the probable 
effects of the meafure, which, in his opinion, went to transfer 
into other hands the landed property of the country. He fhould

It might fometimies put the proprictors and 
printer in the power of preffmen, as it often happened that an 
unftamped fheet of paper came from the ftamp-office by acci- 
dent. Theoffice had formerly permitted the printer to print 
his proof copy on unftamped paper, and to have a certain num- 
ber unftamped for the vfe of the office. It would bea great 
lofs to be obliged ip future to print on ftamps all thofe papers 
that could not be fit for fale, and were only wafte paper. 

The Arroxrney Generat faid, that it had been his inten» 
tion to it the printing of a certain number of unftamped 

apers for the ule of the office; but on inquiry he found, that 
if it was allowed, fo great an opening would be left to fraud, 
that there would be no poffibility of preventing it. The only 
mode would be, for the printer to thew at the ftampeoffice four 
or five papers, taken off as proofs, and which were only waite 
paper; and then he would allowed for them. As to fer- 
vants informing in the manner ftated by the Hon. Gentleman, 
ao perfon could be convi@ed unlefs he knowingly and willingly 
had the unftamped paper in his poffeffion. 

Mr Rypea proposed a claufe, “ That the two proprictors 
whdie names were ta be entered, fhould be thofe whofe princi- 
pal fhares were not lefs than the proportional fhares of any o- 
ther proprietor, exclufive ef the printeror publifher.” This he 
thought neceffary, in order to prevent men of ftraw from be- 
ing refponfible, as men with very {mail fhares might put their 
namesdown. The claufe was adopted, 

The bill having gone through the Committee, the report was 
ordered to be received on Monday next.

LETTER FROM WATERFORD, JUNE 7. 


Monday night, a large body of the county of Wex- 
ford infurgents made their appearance in the environs of 
Rofs, between the advanced parties of whom and detach- 
ments of the military fkirmifhes took place till morning, 
in the courfe of which the rebels frequently ufed feints to 
draw the military into a fnare, but without effect. At four 
o’clock they were obferved more clearly, and fhortly after 
fent in a perfon having the appearance of an aid-de-camp, 
with a fummons to the Commanding Officer to furren- 
der town, which was anfwered by inftantly fhooting the 
meflenger. At five o'clock, finding they received no 
anfwer, and fuppofing the fate their meflenger met, they 
tulhed into the town, the military, yeomen, and-feveral 
of the inhabitants were drawn up, and commeficed a 
brifk fire of mufketry on them, witch was well fupport- 
ed by the artillery, The infargents were feveral times 
-driven outat one point, :anid-as often attempted at ano- 
ther—at length, after an engagement which lafted with- 
out intermifion from five o’clock in the morning till two 
afternoon, the infurgents were completely routed with 

confiderable lofs. “I'he lofs of the military;. we under- 
nd, is very trifling. 

“ On the infurgents firft entering the town, they fet 
fire to feveral thatched cabins, which luckily did not 
communicate to any of the other houfes. ‘Tbe military, 
however, being fired on from fome houfes which had

his allegiance, by advifing him to join the fociety of 
United Irifimea, and adminiftering an oath to Boxte, 
never to draw a trigger or ram-rod againft the French, 
if they fhould land, or againft the United Irithmen. 
It appeared that the prifoner had long been in the habit 
of corrupting the army, and frequently invited foldiers 
to his houfe for that purpofe.: Boye at fick retufed 
to be fworn, and acquainted Col. Jackson and officers 
of the attempts made on him. by’the prifonet; they 
advifed the foldier to go to the priféner and” take any 
oath he adminiftered, and accordingly the foldi¢r went 
to Maur, on the 24th of May to his houfe inj Cork, 


that Boyxe theuld jolh the ptifoner and his party, and 
convey away the arms and. ammunition from’ tke bar- 
racks to him—and bring as many foldiers as he could 
influence in his regiment to the prifoner to be fworn. 

As foon as the foldier had’ taken ‘the oath, he in- 
formed his officers of it, and the prifoner was appre- 
hended, and after a long trial convicted upon the clear- 
eltevidence.
